HOMESTEAD LAWS. 


The bill to extend the homestead laws 


in Oklahoma and other sections where 
the Indian title has been recently ex- 
tingoiaed wag tbe main feature of the 
proceedings of the Senate last week, 
The advocates o.f , the bill pointed oat 
the impossibility of tbe settlers upon 
the remote and arid regions of.the 
West paying the Government $1 25 an 
Bcre for their lands. Senator Platt of 
Connecticut was the leading opponent 
of the homestead settlers of the West. 
He contended because the Government 
bought the lands that the settlers 
should pay the money back to the Gov- 
ernment dollar for dollar, or leave their 
homes. 
He expressed great appre- 


hension that by continuing the prin- 
ciple of the homestead laws to lands 
bought of Indians, according to the 
established policy of the Government, 
there, would be such special privileges 
as would make the pioneer settlers dis- 
honest. He was opposed to persons 
coming to the Government for relief 
because their business would not pay. 


' Senator Stewart, in reply, called atten- 


tion to the army of manufacturers 
, from the east and middle west crowd- 
ing the corridors of the Capitol and be- 
seeching the Committee on Ways and 
Means of the House to raise the tariff 
and shut out foreign goods beciiuse 
their business was not sufficiently re- 
munerative. He reminded the-Senate 
that the wise policy of the Government 
in giving the settlers homes in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley and the far west had 
built up great States and furnished a 
market for tbo manufacturers of New 
England 
and thereby benefited the 


east as much as the west. 


It is believed that -when the Senators 


of the east realize what it means to 
make ah exception against tbe pioneers 
who may hereafter make an attempt to 
make homes in tho arid regions, they 
will hardly feel at liberty to pursue the 
harsh policy indicated by some of the 
Senators in the debate. 


THK CONGRESSIONAL KECOP.D. 


The proposition of Senator Lodge 


that the Congressional Record be dons 
away with will probably come like a 
shock to many of the contributors of 
that valued and venerable publication. 
The Congresssonal Record is as much a 
feature of the life of the capital as is 
the Corcoran Art Gallery, or the Wash- 
ington monument, or Senator Sherman. 
More than one member of Congress 
would regard as an act of ruthless pro* 
fanation this proposal to suppress the 
medium by which Congressmen can get 
their speeches before the people, even 
if Congress will not listen to them. 


Undoubtedly the Congressional Record 


does serve several good and useful ends. 
It preserves a detailed and generally 
authentic report of transactions on the 
floor of Congress, and it places the re- 
port within oasy access of every one. 
The trouble about the Record consists 
not in its legitimate uses, but in its 
abuses. There are several of these. 
One is the despicable and mendacious 
custom by which a Senator or Repre- 
sentative is permitted 
tu alter his 


speech, so as to hide the real purport 
of the words delivered in debate. An- 
other is the abase of the "franking" 
privilege, which enables a Congressman 
to present hundreds of bis constituents 
with free copies in which he has ex- 
ploited himself. Still a third nuisance 
is the ridiculous abuse of the " leave to 
print" privilege, which cumbers the 
pages with a burden of useless matter 
to'which Congress, with all of its lo- 
quacity, will not listen. It may be true 
that it would be less costly to print 
such matter than to consume the time 
of Congress, as the orators would in- 
sist upon doing were they prohibited 
from printing their arguments. At the 
same time it would be a good plan to 
discourage these vast abuses as much 
as possible. Before starting ia to abol- 
ish the Congressional Record why not 
make a serious effort to reform it?

He says their re- 
port demonstrates the feasibility of 
securing such transportation, and sug- 
gests that Congress make provision for 
the further prosecution of inquiry iuto 
the subject.
